Katharine de Bus , dwelling in the City of 
Lile, i the Conntie of Flanders, in the yeare_ 


1602. w4s poſſeſſed of the Denill ; inſomuch that 
[he coald be ſcarce 4 quarter of an houre in peace, 
without being ſeized wvpon and troubled by the 
enemy : which made her ſpeake (to the purpoſe) 
diuers ſorts of Languages; as Hebrew , Greeke, 
and Latine. When they came neere vnto her with 
the bleſſed Sacrament of the Altar, ſhee writhed 


| and wreſted her ſelfe ſtrangely, bothmith her legs, 
| armes, and backe, gnaſhing her teeth,"*and grizly 
| drawing of her mouth. The parents of this wench 
laboured ſo much, that ſhe was diners times exoy- 
ciſed, ſometimes by certaine Fathers of the order 
of the Capuchins, ſometimes by other Prieſts: wn- 
| to whom the wicked ſpirits anſweredin diners lan- 
guages,confeſsing at that time, that they were ſe- 
wen in number.T hey ſpake diners iniurious things, 
and told the fantts-of diuers that were preſent.

that was come from Mountague,and hed brought

Doting Metaphraſtes , fabulous 
Lippoman, lying and voraginous 1acobas, fuper- 
ſtitious Antonine, confuſed Yincentius,chaue fo 
cloyed the dwellers vpon earth with deluſions 
and lies, that (for very ſhame) the Papiſts haue 
exploded and pared out of their Porteſſes and 
Breniaries, many and ſundry of their fabulous 
Hiſtories, becing indeed forced thereunto by 
the deriſions and out-cries of Chriſtians againſt 
them. 

Yea, Clandins Eſpencens (one of their | 
owne) tels vs that their Legends and Porteſſes' 
were as full of idle vanities, as any Stables 
could bee full of dung. What fruit was there 


in thoſe things, whereof you are now aſhamed ? 

And why I pray you by the ſame reaſon,and.
